moſt, and Thaleis the third: whiche are names that Heſiodus 
gaue them. And whereas Heſiodus gaue them thele names vp- 


pon pleaſure : euery man wzeſteth the interpꝛetation of them 


accoꝛding as hee thinkes they will beſt ſit his owne purpoſe,” 
and indeuereth tod apply them vntoo ſome meening. Homere 
therfoze chaunged the name of one ok them, and called hir Pa. 
ſthea,Yea and he bꝛought hir foozthvutoo amartage:wherbp 
ye may knowe they bee no cloce Nunnes. I can fynd you ano⸗ 
ther Poet, that bꝛinges them kooꝛth with Girdles about chem, 
and Cares of Coꝛne in their handes,Yea and Mercurie (tan- 
deth with them: not bicaule reaſon commendeth benefices, 
but bitauſe it ſo pleaſed the Peinter. Chry/pp alſo( in whom 
is ſo excellent ſharpneſſe of wit, and ſo percing intoo the bot-

and vleth no mo woo2des than ſerue foz the vnderſtanding of 
the matter : )ſtuffeth all his booke with theſe toyes:iuſomuch 
that he ſpeaketh very little of the maner ofthcbeſtowpng, re- 
teiuing, e requyting of benefites. Neither powdereth he thele 
thinges with Fables, but fables with theſethinges , Fo: beſi⸗ 
des the ſaid things ( which Hecaton wꝛyteth) Chry/ipprs ſaieth, 
that the thz& Graces are the daughters of /apiter and Eurino- 
me and that they bee poonger than the Howꝛes, but farre moe 
beautitull ot face, and therefoze are appointed too wait vppon 
Dienus. Mogeduer hee thinkes the name of their moother to 
make greatly too the matter. Foz he ſaiech ſhee was called EA 
rynome, bicauſe hee had neede tos bee a man of greate welth, 
that ſhould doo many men good. As who would lay, that moo⸗ 
thers were wodc coo bee named after their daughters, oꝛ that 
Joetes repoꝛted trew names. May verely, like as a repoꝛter 
of newes vſeth boldneſſe in ſted ofinemone , and when he can⸗ 
not rendely hit vppou mens names, giueth them ſome name of 
his owne makyng: euen ſo Poetes thinke it not materiall too 
lay truthe: but either vppon fozce of neceſſitie, oz vppon ima⸗ 
gination of comelineſſe, they tearme a man by ſuche name as 
ſometyme maketh trimly ageinſt chem. Neither is it any 
t rac ke too their credit, though they enlarge the matter with 
ſome newe deuiceoftheir owne. Fo2 the laſt mencioned Poe: 
makes the fozeſaid Ladies to beare names of his appointyng. 
And chat pee may knowe it too bee ſo, behold T%leia (abowt 
whom is moſt adoo) is with Heſiodus one of the Oran and
